The Ice Skating club was formed 
so that friends could get together 
and skate.

They would play against 
themselves and sometimes against 
other schools. The team dispanded 
after several years, due to lack of 
funding.

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In the 1980's the world was intro- 
duced to many things, such as: The 
ubiks cube, Republicanism, Rea- 
j|anomics, Iran and terrorism, Aids, 
Glasnost, and Democracy. There 
were many people who helped to 
shape the decade, beginning with 
former President Jimmy Carter and 
ending with soviet President Gorba- 
chev. 

4980 had to be the low point of 
the decade; too many bad things 
happened. The summer Olympics 
were boycotted, Iran and Iraq be- 
gan a decade long war, and a res- 
cue attempt of the hostages was a 
disaster. The world has seen happi- 
er times and would again in 1981. 

Even with the assasination of 
Egypt’s Premire Anwar Sadat and 
the attempted assasination of Pres- 
ident Reagan and Pope John Paul ll, 
times were changing. The hostages 
were released from Iran and Rea- 
gan became president. Sandra 
Day O'Connor became the first 
woman Supreme Court Justice and 
everybodys favorite couple, Prince 
Charles and Lady Di, were married. 


4982 brought the first of many air 
disasters when an Aijr Florida jet

date, Geraldine Ferraro. 

Then in 1985,the mid-way point 
of the decade, the Titanic was 
found, New Coke was introduced, 
Pete Rose got his 4,472nd career 
hit, breaking Ty cobb’s record, and 
Live Aid was a hit. However, Bern- 
hard Goetz was indicted, the 
french sunk the Greenpeace flag 
ship (Rainbow Warrior), and Rock 
Hudson died of Aids. It was defina- 
tely a mixed year. 

During 1986, the pace of events 
began to pick up and things began 
to happen. The Challenger explod- 
ed, Marcos resigned as president of 
the Phillipines, U.S. Navy jets en- 
gaged Libyan patrol boats, a nu- 
clear reactor at Chernoby| melted 
down, the Statue of Liberty was 
renovated, Reagan and Gorba- 
chev meet in Iceland, and The 
Voyager aircraft became the first 
plane to fly around the world on 
one tank of gas. It was definately a 
busy year. 

The pace of events continued to 
quicken in 1987, but one event 
stands out from all the rest. That 
event occured on Dec. 8, when 
Reagan and Gorbachev signed the 
INF treaty, which eliminated all in- 


termediate range nuclear weap- 
ons. It was the first time in history 
that an entire class of weapon had 
been eliminated. 

4988 was the year that the U.S. 
began to flex it’s muscles in the 3rd 
world and seriously co-operated 
with the Soviet Union. The U.S. Navy 
saw action in the Mediterranian 
Sea and the Strait of Hormuz 
against Iranian mines, ships, and oil 
platforms. During this same year 
two grey whales were saved by a 
group of Soviet and American res- 
cuers, the Soviets pulled out of Af- 
ghanistan, and launched their own 
space shuftle. 

Finally in 1989, there were too 
many events to list. Here is just a 
sampling: Bush became president, 
the Berlin wall came down, borders 
in Europe came crashing down, 
Chinese students fought for de- 
mocracy and were crushed, Roma- 
nia executed a dictator, Panama 
was invaded , and in eastern Eu- 
rope communism became a thing 
of the past. After such an incredible 
decade it’s hard to imagine what 
the 1990’s will bring us, but hopefully 
it will be full of peace and prosperi- 
ty all over the world. 


ing 78 people. Over the next 8 
years many more airplane acci- 
dents would occur. Nov 11,1982 
began a new decade for the Unit- 
ed States in space, with the first 
operational space shuttle mission, 
the United States broke new 
ground in the space race. On June 
18,1983, Sally Ride became the first 
American woman in space. Space- 
lab would soon follow Sally into 
space. Then in 1984, Bruce 
McCandless || and Robert Stewart 
became the first human beings to 
spacewalk with out a lifeline. More 
great achievements in space 
would follow until the Challenger di- 
saster in 1986. 

Not only did Reagan send people 
into space, but he sent the armed 
services all over the world. He sent 
Marines to help keep the peace in 
Beiruit, where in 1983, the U.S. Em- 
bassy and Marine barricks were 
bombed, killing 304 people. The 
Marines, along with other services, 
were sent to invade Grenada. 

Due to the fact that many good 
things happened during Reagan’s 
first term, he was re-elected by a 
landslide margain over Walter Mon- 
dale, who was running with the first 
female vice presidential candi-

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At the beginning of 
the decade Jimmy 
Carter was president, 
inflation was high, and 
U.S./Soviet relations 
were not very good. 
Relations with the Sovi- 
et Union didn‘t improve 
much when the United 
States hockey team 
defeated the heavily 
favored Soviets by a 
score of 4 to 3 in the 
semi-finals of the Olym- 
pics. World tension 
continued to rise when 
the Senate voted to 
boycott the 1980 Sum- 
mer Olympics, to be 
held in Moscow, to pro- 
test the invasion of Af- 
ghanistan by the Soviet 
Union. 

Then on January 21, 
1981, the people of the 
United States elected 
Ronald Reagan the 
AOth president. On Jan- 
uary 20, while Reagan 
took the Oath of Of- 
fice, Iran released the 
Americans that, it had 
held hostage for 444 
days. January 20th, 
1981 was definitely the 
beginning, of better 
times.

As Ronald Reagan began his sec- 
ond year in office, things were be- 
ginning to look good. Inflation had 
come down somewhat, and the 
economy was improving. 1982 also 
brought the United States its first 
operational space shuttle mission 
and the dedication of the Vietnam 
Memorial in Washington D.C. 

Then in 1983, terrorisrn in the Mid- 
dle East shocked the nation. The 
United States’ embassy in Beirut 
was bombed on april 18th killing 63 
people. And when it became ap- 
parent that the United States 
wasn’t going to leave, another ter- 
rorist drove a truck full of explosives 
into the barracks of a marine base 
killing 244. 

However, these acts of terrorism 
did not overshadow the historic 
events happening in space. On 
June 18, 1983, Sally Ride became 
the first United States woman in 
space. And, on November 28th of 
that same year, the shuttle carried 
spacelab into orbit. Then on Febru- 
ary 7, 1984 Bruce McCandless || and 
Robert Stewart became the first 
human beings to walk in space 
without a lifeline. 

The years of 1982, 83, and 84 
were mixed years, with many good 
and bad things happening around 
the world.

1985 and 1986 as a whole were 
good years for the nation and the 
world. The United States’ economy 
was in great shape and world rela- 
tions were warming up. 

Ronald Reagan was once again 
sworn in at the beginning of 1985, 
the Titanic was then found, and 
Pete Rose broke Ty Cobbs’ long 
standing record of most career hits. 
4985 was definately a great year. 

4986, on the other hand, was a 
year of disasters. Starting with the 
explosion of the space shuttle Chal- 
lenger, 73 seconds into the mission. 
On board was Christa McAuliff, the 
woman who was supposed to be 
the first teacher in space. This disas- 
ter completely shut down the Unit- 
ed States’ space program for the 
next two and a half years. 

As if one disaster per year wasn’t 
enough, another one occured in 
the Soviet Union. On April 26, 1986, 
a nuclear reactor at Chernobyl 
melted down, spreading radiation 
out over hundreds of miles and sev- 
eral countries. The exact effects of 
this accident may never be known, 
but one result was that the people 
of the world called out for safer re- 
actors and a cleaner environment.
